Tho force of this prin- 
ciple is clearly illustrated in tho life of 
tho teacher, the commander, the public 
man. • The teacher that can step into 
school, and, the first day, call her pupils 
by name, has gained nine points m its 
government. Tho general that can recog- 
nize his men, aud call them by namo.has 
a strong following in tho day of battle. 


On tho.other hand, every person's 


deeds and words cannot fail to contribute 
to some sort of reputation. Accordingly, 
people say of him, that ho bears a good 
or bad name. 


"A good name is better than precious 


ointment," A good name is rather to 
bo chosen than great riches," saith the 
scripture. These truths are of the class 
that few will attempt to deny, though the 
action of the majority of mankind would 
soem to demonstrate the value of money 
to exceed alLelsa. To-day-ire leara that 
"ehronda have no pookote." Even though 
riches have thairnee during life, the ben- 
efits accruing to their owner must cease 
at death.

On tho other hand, the names of Dan- 


ton, Bobeep_ierro and Murat, those lead- 
ers of the French revolution, will also bo 
remembered, but how differently. Little 
honor attaches to their names, but they 
rather oause our blood to curdle, and our 
whole being to shudder, when wo remem- 
ber what atrocities wore perpetrated, or 
at least authorized, by them.

The physician in his attempt to heal 


tho sick diligently seeks for the origin. 
Ho must if possible strike at the root 
of a disease, in order to gain the mas- 
tery of it, through intelligently assist- 
ing nature. 
it is a well known philosophic^ fact 
that cause and effect are iuclissoluably 
related, if the former is removed the 
latter can no longer exist; and henco 
in order to cure physical or mental dis- 
order, the primary step must bo the re- 
moval of tbe cause. 


When. President GarBeld was assass- 


inated the physicians tried to find tho 
cause of the wound, but failing they 
could only delay the inevitable end. 
It may be objected that having found 


the causes of monu disease it is often- 
times a difficult task to work a cure. 
To this the reply comes, eyen doctors 


.)f medicine are often at their wits L-nd 
in their attempt to arrest disease and 
not uufrequently it utterly fails to 
yield to treatment. 


That everybody has . his faults is a 


trite saying and to correct them all is 
impossible. While this is in part true, 
by systematic training, by plan and per- 
severance in self control, we will re 
duco d_eformities of mind and heart to 
a minimum. 


The physician of this material body 


can do no more. 


Because the physician fails after 


faithful trial to heal bodily ailments 
wo do not heap condemnation upon 
the man nor his profession. No more 
ought wo to cousuro tuo severely the 
one who has unthinkingly formed hab- 
its that cannot bo broken by a single 
act ot tho will. The faithful physician 
resorts to all means to save his patient, 
cluillenging tho enemy at every step. 
and.acknowledges hirnselt vanquished 
only when life IH extinct; so as physic- 
ians ofour own mental and moral mal- 
adies, we must not for a moment yield 
to discouragement. 


During the yellow fover epidemic of 


1S7S in the South, in winch, i'c is esti- 
mated fourteen thousand- persons fell 
victims to tho scourge, when medical 
aid was apparently ol! 1:6 avail, the phy- 
sicious bravely fighting that great de- 
stroyer, never faltered intho'great con- 
flict apparently so.u'neciuuU 


As in the cas.o of the inebriate, tho 


defaulter, the liar, the murderer, sur- 
roundings play a significant part. 
As one says: "The, world usually 


pushes a man tlie way he makes up his 
mind ta-'go. If going u;>, they push 
himjjp'; if KPing down, they push him 
il.pjfc-gravitation, howevtn;, making 
tli^Ked greatei on the decline." The 
inil^H-y, however.it will be observed, 
is with himself. 


Tho want of intelligence is supplied 


by observation, of knowledge by vigor- 
ous study. In both instances ttio rem- 
edy is standard. There are no magic 
ails, no potent remedies that meet trie 
requirements. 


Those time-honored remedies may be 


styled specific and this potency is illus- 
trated in these linos. As an aid to na- 
ture, AS a great restorer, action is quite 
as necessm y as medical lotion; action 
stimulates the blood, a. qiiickened cir- 
culation gives keenness to tho brain.

the oft repeated phrase "equal to emer- 
gsncy" is explained; Sheridan gained 
tho day at tho battle of Cedar Creek.

He alone that can say, with truth, 


that he has carved his own fortune by 
personal effort, skill and habits of econ- 
omy, 
is liigli-tonci.l in tlie true sense of 
term. 


Many young persons just, starting in 


life, see that a great degree of worldly 
success is given to unprincipled men; 
they seo tlie g;mibler;-aiid trickster, re- 
spected by the public, ptrcuanco occu- 
pying some ollice of honor and trust; 
they seo men utterly lacking in princi- 
ple, the demagogue, the dishonest man 
who constantly disregards' the moral 
laws and treats with contempt tue rules 
ot society, bearing off the pri/.e or 
wealth and place. This is a temptation 
of no small lorce to young men, which 
multitudes are not, able to resist. Stcli 
persons too often pass as high-toned 
with tl:0 unsophisticated. 


This vicious 
influence should be 


counteracted by a moral training more 
pronounced than is now bestowed at 
home or at school. 


The principle that honesty is the best 


policy should be emphasized at all 
stages in life. We should constantly 
ttxich the fact that while dishonest-men 
may seek great trusts, great trusts nov- 
ersoek dishonest men, while moral ex- 
cellence will always command recog- 
nition. 
.; Prom the annals of pastceuturies we 
learn that it was considered a mark of 
high-breeding for a man to hesitate or 
altogether fail to pay Ids debts whether 
he were able or not.

Those times are often referred to as 


tho "good old times" and, bv a certain 
class urny be highly applauded.

the day, educational advancement, 
charitable 
enterprises, material im- 


provements, and general progress of 
society, is consitleieil by some as high- 
toned; according to this the hooting 
owl is the king of birds. 


On tho contrary the 
really high- 


toned person will by all means in his 
power contribute to education and 
science, encourage arts and letters, and 
so help 'forward the car o£ progress. 


A truly liigh-toued m-an of wealth is 


one who, instead of hoarding 
his 


wealth like a miser, gives tho world 
ihe benefit of it either directly or in- 
directly. A poor man is high-toned 
when he gives his best endeavors to 
provide for himself and those depend-1 
euton him: tho merchant; doing busi- 
ness for himself or others is high-toned- 
when his word is as good as his bond; 
and ho scorn; to to tako undue advan-1 
tago of any person dealing with Him; 
the laborer;--when he trios to do his • 
work to tlie best advantage of his eui- 
plpyei'; the employer, when ho gives a. 
fair price for service rendered, having 
at the same time a neighborly care for, 
the welfare of those serving," the poli- 
tician, when the interests of his coun- 
try are to him more important than 
personal emoluments; the jurist, -\vhen: 
gold possesses n<j power to swerve him' 
from the truth, or tho love of triumph, 
to tempt Ji'm to resort to questionable' 
means; the husband and father, who: 
is always kind to those about him, and; 
who does not lavish his politeness upon 
patrons and associates while he heaps 
abuse upon those uf his own house- 
hold; ho who is a good host at home-as' 
well as a Reiitlemau whilo traveling. 
All these are truly high-toned. 


It is hard to decide whether the pres- 


ent age is high-toned or not. 


It nigh-toned consists of elaborate 


modes of dross and useless frivolities, 
wo are hardly up to our ancestors. The 
rudles, bright buckles and gay colors 
are things ot the past. 
But if the education of thfi masses, 


freedom from war and rapine, encour- 
agement of science, art and liteiature, 
and ail the peaceful industries consti- 
tute a high-toned age, then ours is all 
that can bo desired.

This beautiful earth upon which we 


livo had its beginning. Countless nges 
ago in the creation ol the world, this 
planet wns but a glowing mass; passing 
to tbe period o£ solidity; it, in time, be- 
came an inhabitable sphere. 


Tho suspicious beginning oC an enter- 


prise has much to do ^ith a successful 
issue. 
1C the attempt to accomplish ( a 


good purpose is entered upon with en- 
thusiasm, thoro is a strong presumption 
that benefit will result tberofrom; if, on 
the other hand, a succcsslul beginning is 
wonting, few havo tho patience to perse-. 
vere againBtadverse circumstances. Hap-' 
pily, there are those who hove tbo stam- 
ina to press on, however frequently they 
may atumble before success IB reached. 


In tbe advance from infancy to man- 


hood, character of greater or less force is 
acquired. The models which aro daily 
placed bofore UE tend to mould our.char- 
ucterfi and shape tho course ot our lire. 
By the influence of early impressions, 
the force of example, and tho power, of 
habit, tho character becomes slowly and 
•mporcoptibly, but at last, decidedly 
formed. The individual acquires those 
traits and qualities which distinguish 
him, and which, boar directly upon1, his 
happiness and welfare. It is very . im- 
portant then for everyone, ond especially 
for the young, to bo very careful as to 
tho impressions he' cherishes, tho exam-. 
riles ho imitates, and the habits he forms. 
Character is everything. It matters not 
what one's reputation may be, wi(hont'a 
good character one oannot be roc-lly liap- 
py. In all ages, those men who pos- 
sessed the greatest force oC character 
hivo been foremost in the great march 
of civilization. They have founded and 
revolutionized empires, put in motion 
tbe forcos that have purified nations, sus- 
tained them iii war and nourished them. 
in peace. 


The presence o£ a commanding gener- 


al of great fpreo of character is sufficient 
to inspiro hie soldiers with the spirit of 
conquerors, and even when surrender 
eeemed inevitable, have they been known 
to rally, under strong leadership, and 
perform deeds of valor, which, under 
other, circumstances, would havo been 
impossible. Miltiades, at Marathon, and 
Alexander, at Guademela, where the lat- 
ter detected a Persian atmy twenty times 
larger tban his own, serve as examples 
roost illustrious of the influence of great 
character at critical junctures. 


Middle age in tho period which affords 


most reliable evidence oC a man's char- 
acter. It is the five-barred gate which 
liaes suddenly before him in the middle 
ot his journey. To this, some men walk 


calmly up, spring the lock, pass through ' 
with tho sarao equable, steady step as 
before; others spring over it and canter 
on, (risky and reckless, no weight of cars 
being sufficient to impart stability o! 
character. 
As the marble waiteth the chisel of the 


sculptor, just so the character of a person 
ie to bo developed and formed. Both 
demand a beginning based upon princi- 
ples, ot symmetrical farco snd perfect 
ehape. 
It is ot tho utmost impi.rlanoo in all 


sculpture to know tbo proportion o£ the 
figures to bo wrought. ,It is even of more 
consequence than in painting, for the 
statue is measurable on every side ond 
in every direction. Uuleas a definite rule 
of proportion existed, and was followed, 
it would bo impossible to carvo figures 
from tho rough hewn rook. Men attain 
to a high degree of excellence i:a sculp- 
ture just as they build up strong charac- 
ter. Perseverance, and a strict adherence 
to principle is m both cases absolutely 
necessary. 


The iniluenco o£ character can never 


bo overestimated. I say influence; but 
I might, perhaps, with more pertinence, 
call it ellluenco, for it is continually rad- 
iating from a person. We aro impercep- 
tibly moulding others, wherever we are, 
and tor that reason, particularly, it for 
none other, should caution be observed. 


The recent historic feeling of the sev- 


eral nations demands to-day that their 
heroes, the defenders of their hbertiee, 
tho reprenontatives of (hoir intelligence, 
their warriors, both irj tho contest of 
arms aud idenp, shall be preserved to 
fame m tho true likeness of their actual 
forms. As a consequancs, sculpture ia 
compelled to probo tho depths of the in- 
dividual consciousness, as it were; to in- 
vestigate the characteristics of each indi- 
vidual intellect, as expressed m tho ilg- 
r.re, tho physiognomy, and oven in tho 
externals of attitude and garb; and even 
to give uttora&co to the mysterious lite 
o£ tho sou), as far ns it lies within the 
power. 


It-boboo'voB ovorj'ono, then, not only in 


the development of ^hs precious soul, as 
ho who chisels the power marble o£ 
mind, but mull the vicissitudes of life, 
to empbasiza our -watchword, namely, 
"No footsteps backward."

is AdvaWiemtint; nnd tho individuals 
of its population must heed the cry if 
the nations are io progress.

person chooses the occupation or pro- 
fession to which lie taints himself, the 
best adapted. By nature we are all en- 
dowed with certain powers of reason 
and judgment, which, if properly exer- 
cised would yield contentment and 
satisfaction to every individual. 
But 


these powers, unfortunately, arc not 
always trained to bring forth their 
legitimate fruits, or wo should, have 
.more true genius, by concentrating 
•what is now a scattered eltort.
